any  railroad  ear  or  vessel  without  food  or 
water  for  a  longer  period  than  twenty-four  con¬ 
secutive  hours,  and  that  they  shall  have  time 
for  rest  and  water  of  at  least  seven  oonsecutive 
hours,  providing  that  tbe  amendments  shau 
take  effect  on  July  4,  1876,  etc.,  were  agreed 
to.  After  some  discussion  the  bill  was  Dassed. 

Mr.  Mitchell  (Rep.),  of  Oregon,  oaDed  up 
the  bill  extending  tbe  time  for  the  completion 
of  the  Oregon  Central  railroad  and  telegraph 
line  from  Portland  to  Astoria  and  McMinnville, 
in  the  State  of  Oregon.  He  submitted  an 
amendment  to  protect  homestead  rights  and 
entries  made  prior  to  the  time  of  the  notioe  of 
withdrawal  of  the  lands  from  market,  which 
was  agreed  to.  Mr.  Mitohell  said  the  only  ob¬ 
ject  of  the  bill  was  to  extend  the  time  for  the 
completion  of  the  road  five  years.  The  grant 
was  made  to  the  road  In  May,  1870,  and  all  of 
tbe  road  had  been  constructed  except  about 
eighty  miles.  The  bill  was  amended  and 


Iu  the  Sick  Room. 

A  want  of  sympathy  on  the  part  of  a 
nurse  is  like  a  perpetual  oold  bath  to  a 
patient.  This  is  not  a  very  oommon 
blander.  Bat  the  opposite  is  so  oom¬ 
mon,  that  it  may  sometimes  become  a 
question  in  the  patient’s  mind  whether 
he  would  not  prefer  absolute  coldness. 
To  be  con  tin  u  illy  dodging  around  the 
bed,  and  pouncing  upon  every  object 
that  is  not  at  right  angles,  smoothing 
oat  the  sheet,  and  dabbing  at  the  pil¬ 
lows,  and  saying  a  dozen  times  an  hour: 
“  How  do  you  feel  now  ?”  “  Don’t  you 

want  something  to  eat?”  “Oan  I  do 
anything  for  you?”  “Let  me  bathe 
your  head  I” — is  enongh  to  drive  a  sick 
man  wild.  He  feels  that  he  would  like 
to  ask  you  to  go  away  and  hold  yonr 
tongue;  but  he  knows  that  all  this  fidget 
ing  is  prompted  by  affection,  so  he 
holds  his  tongue  instead,  and  bears  it 
all  with  what  measure  of  patience  na¬ 
ture  has  bestowed  upon  him.  In  point 
of  fact,  the  aiok  person  is  generally  very 
ready  to  tell  his  wants.  His  food  and 
drink  and  physio  are  the  momentous 
matters  of  the  day  to  him,  and  will  not 
be  forgotten.  He  is  likely  to  tell  you 
when  he  feeds  better.  He  is  sure  to  tell 
you  when  he  feels  worse. 

Worse  than  all  these  things  is  the 
solemn  face  in  a  sick  room.  It  is  hard 
for  a  troubled  heart  to  put  on  a  cheerful 
countenance,  and  it  is  no  wonder  that 
nurses  so  often  fail  in  this.  But  we 
have  knowD  persons  who  thought  that  a 
cheerful  face  and  a  bright  smile  in  a 
sick  room  were  indications  of  a  hard 
heart. — Scribner. 


The  President  pro  tempore  announced  that 
be  had  signed  the  bill  to  aid  in  the  centennial 
celebration  of  American  independence. 

Mr.  Morrill  (Rep.),  of  Maine,  calleJ  up  the 
House  bill  making  appropriations  for  invalid 
and  other  pensions,  for  the  year  ending  June 
SO,  1877.  The  bill  as  passed  by  the  House 
made  appropriation*  iu  part  as  follows  :  Pen¬ 
sion#  for  army  invalids,  *12,800,000  ;  widows, 
minors,  and  dependent  relatives,  *14, 100, ( 
survivors  and  widows  *>f  the  war  of  1812,  *1,- 
500,000.  The  oommittee  on  appropriations  re¬ 
ported  amendments,  striking  out  the  amount* 
inserted  after  each  class  as  above,  and  insert¬ 
ing  the  sum  total,  *28,400,000,  whioh  was 
agreed  to,  aa  well  at  other  amendments  of 
minor  importance,  and  the  bill  was  read  a  third 
time  and  passed. 

Tbe  Senate  then  took  up  the  bill  to  repeal 
section  2,308  of  the  revised  statutes,  making 
restrictions  in  the  disposition  of  the  public 
lands  in  the  States  of  Alabama,  Mississippi, 
Louisiana.  Arkansas  and  Florida  Tbe  pending 
question  was  on  the  amendment  of  Mr.  i.d- 
munda,  “That  the  public  lauds  affected  by 
this  act  shall  be  offered  at  publio  sale  as  soon 
as  practicable!  from  time  to  time,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  existing  law,  and  shall 
not  be  subject  to  private  entry  until  so  offer¬ 
ed."  The  amendment  was  agreed  to.  Mr. 
Clayton  moved  to  strike  out  the  seoond  section 
of  the  bill,  providing  that  tbe  act  shall  take 
effect  ninety  days  from  Its  passage.  Agreed 
to.  The  bill  then  passed. 

Mr.  Edmunds  (Rep.),  of  Vermont,  proposed 
to  take  up  the  reeolation  for  the  admission  of 
Mr.  Pinonback.  Ho  agreed  with  the  Senator 
from  Indiana  (Mr.  Morton)  that  the  question 
was  one  of  high  privilege,  and  already  had 
been  too  long  delayed.  After  some  disoussion, 
Mr.  Legan  (Rep.),  of  Illinois,  demanded  the 
yeas  and  nays,  and  the  motion  to  take  np  the 
resolution  was  lost— yeas,  30  ;  nays,  33 

Mr.  Morrill  (Rep  ),  of  Vermont,  reported 
with  two  amendments  the  Senate  bill  to  estab¬ 
lish  an  educational  fund  and  apply  a  portion  of 
the  proceeds  of  the  publio  lands  to  public  edu¬ 
cation,  and  to  provide  for  the  more  complete 
endowme  t  ana  support  of  national  colleges 
for  the  advancement  of  scientific  and  indus¬ 
trial  education.  Placed  on  the  calendar. 

Mr.  Wright  (Rep.),  of  Iowa,  introduced  a  bill 
to  reduce  the  interest  upon  the  public  debt, 
provide  for  a  safe  and  elastio  currency  for  the 
speedy  appreciation  of  the  value  of  treasury 
notes  and  national  bank  notes  to  that  of  coij. 
and  to  guard  against  panics  and  inflation  of 
bank  credits.  Referred  to  the  oommittee  on 
finance. 

Tbe  Senate  resumed  tbe  consideration  of 
the  report  of  thewonferenoe  committee  on  the 
disagreeing  votes  of  the  two  Houses  on  tbe 
joint  resolution  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  3.65 
District  of  Columbia  bonds.  Mr.  Sherman 
(Rep  ),  of  Ohio,  moved  to  recommit  tbe  bill  to 
the  conference  oommittee,  that  tbe  resolution 
mieht  be  perfee’ed,  and  have  all  the  creditors 
paid.  After  further  discoeeion,  the  motion  to 
recommit  was  agreed  to.

By  Mr.  Harrison  (Dem.,  I1L) — For  the  repeal 
of  parts  of  the  Resumption  act,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  preparing  a  way  for  the  resumption 
of  specie  payment,  and  for  the  resumption  of 
specie  payment. 

Mr.  Wheeler  (Rep.),  of  New  York,  from  the 
committee  on  appropriations  reported  the 
Fortification  bill,  and  asked  for  its  considera¬ 
tion.  The  bill  appropriates  for  tbe  protection,

*100.000 ;  for  the  armament  of  fortifications,

Mr.  Tuoker  (Dem,),  of  Virginia,  from  the 
committee  on  ways  and  means  reported  the 
hill  relating  to  the  execution  of  custom  house 
bonds.  The  bill  provides  that  wherever  a  bond 
is  req aired  of  a  firm  for  tbe  payment  of  cus¬ 
toms  on  goods  imported  for  their  use  and  the 
bond  is  executed  by  any  member  of  tho  firm  in 
the  name  of  such  firm,  it  shall  be  equally  bind¬ 
ing  on  all  the  members  of  the  firm.  Passed. 

The  military  committee  reported  favorably 
the  bill  to  extend  tbe  time  for  filing  claims  for 
additional  bounty.  An  amendment  to  strike 
out  the  limitation  was  rejected,  and  an  amend¬ 
ment  extending  the  time  for  filing  claims  to 
July,  1880,  was  adopted.  The  bill  was  then 
passed. 

The  bill  for  the  sale  of  the  arsenal  and  lots 
In  8tonington,  Conn.,  was  reported  favorably 
and  passed. 

Mr.  Southard  (Rep.),  of  Ohio,  reported  a  bill 
to  amend  the  ajt  of  March  3,  1875,  for  the  ad¬ 
mission  of  Colorado  aa  a  State,  and  asked  for 
‘its  immediate  passage.  Referred. 

The  House,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Southard, went 
In  oommittee  of  the  whole  on  the  Colorado 
bJl.  The  only  changes  made  by  this  bill  in  the 
Enabling  act  of  last  March  are  a  provision  that 
all  qualified  voters  under  the  laws  of  the  Ter¬ 
ritory  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  on  the  question 
of  ratification  or  rejeotion,  and  a  provision  ap¬ 
propriating.  *20,000  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the 
constitutional  convention.  Passed.
